Interesting Facts On. 


Big Problem 


“The Problem. of Tuberculosis in 
Hongkong" was the tlle of a lecture 
by Dr T. P, Wu to the Chinese 
Medical. Association, Dr E, W. J. 
Sun presided, 


Dr Wu sald tuberculosis had been ]- 


present for thousands of years 
nmong the Chinese and thera was 
evidence from the works of Huang 
“TL of lung coughs and lung fever as 
long ago os 2,500 B.C. 


Referring to the toll of the disease 
in Hongkong he sald it was at the 
forefront of all other health pro- 
blems and the report. of Wilkinsor 
and Ling had placed the incidence of 
pasitive tuberculin tests at 60 per 
cent, among children between five 


and 10 years and 84 per cert, among 


those between the ares of 10 and 16.

Sale of Vegetables 

Thanks to the energetic efforts of 
several members of the Committee, 
{he purchase of vegetables in the Un 
Long District and thelr subsequent 
sale in Mong Kok Market on July 26 
had been successfully achjeved. The 
nmounts paid to the farfners (more 
than ten per centum above the usual 
rates) had ensured ample — supplies 
of sulisfactory quality, and the whol¢ 
consignment had been disposed of to 
the consumer +(mostly licensed haw- 
kers and individual members of the 
public) at prices which compared 
fayourably ‘with vegetables of equal 
qualty sold by dealers, und were 
nbout twenty per centum below mar- 
ket price, Although a loss was cx- 
perienced In the first two days of 
sale, it was stressed that the opera- 
tions-were-being—conducted—on—a 
strictly economic basis, with, two 
main ends in view; firstly, to en- 
courage vegetable ‘farming fn the 
New Territories by offering higher 
prices to the farmer, and, secondly, 
to secure supplies of vegetables for 
the consumer at prices morc in keep- 
ing with his dally carnings. 

The Chairman intimated ‘that he 
had received a visit during the weck 
trom the officers of the Tsun Wan 
Farming ‘Co-operative, This ‘organisa- 
tlon had offered full co-operation 
with the Committee and it was de- 
cided to take advantage of this offer. 
It was worthy of record that a simi- 
far measure of co-operation could be 
anticipated from other groups of 
farmers too. There was aon insistent

Further information had been ob- 
tained by. the Committee in relation 
to the twelve rice mills in Hongkong. 
There were forty-three milling 
machines in existence. The averaye 
capacity per mill was 40 plculs of 
padi per hour or 13,760 piculs in an 
eight-hour day, that is to say; 400,000 
piculs per month. Current milling 
costs were about 12 to 13 cents per 
picul, The milly were mostly equip- 
ped for polishing only, Lut could be 
adapted for husking padi within a 
month. These mills have suffered 
the loss of their business and have 
hnd to close down for some time. 

If husking end milling was needed 
on o Jarge scale, it is believed that 
the millers might be willing to com- 
bine ‘n crder, to reduce handling 
costs, - . 


It was resolved to communicate

High Death Rate 


Referring to the death rate from 
tuberculosis, he showed that with 
389 «deaths per 100,000 head of 
population, the Colony death-rate 
from the scourge was about the 
highest In the world. In China the 
denth rate per 100,000 was 305, Indla 
250, Japun 230, Britain 69, United 
States 68, Denmark 
Zealand only 33, He estimated there 
were about 30,000 to 60,000 persons 
suffering from active tuberculosis in 
Hongkong. . 


Dr Wu said the majority of 
Chinese suffered from | the chronic 
tybe, the productive and the ulccra- 
tive,. in contrast to the recently 
civilised races such as the negrocs 
in whom the acute exudative type 
was more, prevalent. 


“It is often most surprising to find 
our, patients revealing so few signs 
ung showing so few symptons, even 
when. they are harbouring extensive 
lesions,” Dr Wu sald, “While. western 
patients would most probably be so 
tled to his bed, a Chinese would. still 
be able to carry on his daily worl. 
I suppose the long history of the 
disease in, the race has a great deal 
to do with this stnte of affairs." 


Dr Wu went on to say that 00 per 
vent. of the cuses seen in consulting 
rooms and 80 per cent. of those at 
T. B. Clinics were very advanced 
and the majority of Chinese -patients 
came with the chicf plalnt of blood- 
stained sputum. ‘This was an im- 
portant point as the Chinese con- 
sidered this the only sign of pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis and cases were rot 
therefore treated in the carly stages. 
There was also the Chinese prejudice 
ngainst the disease, regarding It ag a 
family disgrace which also frequently 
prevented cucly treatment, ° 


Effect of White Rice 


Reference was then made to- the 
relation’ of rice and tuberculosis, 
The disease rate was high in cour- 
tries where white rice was the staple 
food. Jupnn: was an example, for 
there, In .spite of hygienic and 
sanitary conditions, the Incidence of 
tuberculosis was' high, while in North 
China, where people live in the most 
insanitary conditions, the -discase 
wus not a serious problem. This 
was probably duc to the fact that the 
staple food was cereals such as 
maize, millet and kao Hang. 


Dr Wu then described how tuber- 
culosis was contracted, giving over- 
crowding and under-nourishment op 
two of the main.causes and said that 
while it was caused greatly by pover- 
ty and ignorance, there had: beer 
cases where infection had reached 
wealthy families through thelr ser- 
vants.

Catroux, who was one of the most 
popular governors the colony has had 
for yeurs, asked Britain and the 
United States fur aid. against the 
Japanese. He was-refused, Without 
planes and ammunition from Manila 
and Singapor, Indo-China could not 
fight the Japanese, even if assisted 
by China. Catroux realised this and 
decided that the colony was lost. He 
went to North Afriat where he be- 
came commander-in-chict of the 
Free French forees.' The population 
of Indo-China grieved the day he 
left. He was the only possible man 
who could have Iced a De Gaullist 
Indo-China. They knew his depar- 
ture meant that the democracies had 
refused to help the colony. 


- Pressure On.-Vichy 


By nosking- the Germans to bring 
pressure on. Vichy, the Japanese 
shortly afterwards made the Petoin 
Government sive its consent to the 
stationing of Japanese troops and 
planes in northern Indo-China, The 
Huanol government decided to obey 
Vichy—und thus. actually agreed to 
‘ebey Japanese orders | which - were 
submitted via Berlin and Vichy. 


From the day Japanese troops and 
planes were allowed in the colony, 
Indo-China lost its fridependence. 
By strengthening their troops “in 
northern Indo-Chinn and by sending 
squadrons of planes roaring over the 
palace of Governor-General Jean 
Decoux, the Japanese could make 
the French accept almost any de- 
munds. . ° : 


But while Indo-China received the 
“Japanese blows with her hands down 
a pro-British and pro-De Gaulle 
spirit continued to prevail among the 
French of the colony, whose hatred 
of the. Japanese has been growing 
stronger doy by doy. For they 
know that the Japanese are working 
hand-in-pléve with the Germans in 
making Vichy accept Japan's fre- 
quent and ever more-far-reaching 
demands on the helpless colony, 


The Toast 


On New Year's Eve I had dinner 
with eight French officers in a small 
town In northern Indo-China. When 
the clock struck twelve.one of the 
officers stood up, lifted his glass, and 
raid in a subducd volee: “Vive De 
Gaulle. “Vive De Gaulle, Vive 
Grand Bretalgne” they all answered 

in low vaices. ° 


The Hanol government's concilla- 
tory attitude toward the Japanese 
has disgusted the population, though 
many realise that without help from 
abroad, resistance is hopeless. 
Though the majority of the: French 
population would love to tear the, 
arrogant little Japanese to pieces, the 
government continually submits 
outrageous insults by the Nipponese. 


In Haiphong I once saw a French 
woman being slapped half a dozen 
times in the face by three Japanese 
soldiers. Two French officers were 
watching while tho Japanese slapped 
her. Though it was beyond doubt 
that the Japanese had provoked the 
quarrel with the lady, she was order- 
ed_ by we French Government to 
npologisd to the Japanese. At Icast 
two dozen Frenehmen have been 
severely wounded by the rough 
Japanese in. Holpliong - and. Hanol. 
Although the Japanese were In the 
wrong in almost every case, 
bruised Frenchmen were ordered to 
apologise.

Hundreds of young Frenchmen who 
are disgusted with the Hanol gov- 
ernment’s submission to the Japanese 
have schemed to flee from the colony 
and join the British, but of the few 
dozens who curried their plans {nto 
action, the majority are to-day im- 
prisoned in Saigon and Hanoi." 


Knowing that a large percentage 
of the army. would like to flee and 
join the British or De Gaulle, the 
Government hus strengthened all 
frontler guards and every ship that 
feaves Indo-China is searched by the 
police before It Is released. 


Besides, the government refuses 
men of military age permission to 
leave the colony, except if they xo 
directly to’ France. The few who 
nre allowed to go to America or 
Shanghal, must first sign a pledge 
promising never to fight for De 
Gaulle or the British.

The: Communist unprisings which ~ 
broke out in ‘southern Indo-Chinu 
last nutumn were quickly drowned 
in-blood, At least 1,000 natives were 
kllied in punitive. expeditions which 
the Foreign Legion conducted ogainst 
the native Insurgents. Executions of 
arrested Communists are still golng 
on at. the rate of four a day. . 


It Is quite likely that these. up- 
risings were Inspired by Moscow's 
agitdtors, who for years have. been 
active among the natives of southern 
Indo-China. The. attack was weil 
organised, as the. Insurgents nearly 
seized the Safgon airport, They at- 
tacked police stations and seized 


tactics. Also, they cut 
wire and. blocked roads. 


But the French struck quickly and 
hard. The few planes which the 
French possessed bombed whole vil- 
Joges out of existence and the For- 
elgn Legion attacked the natives with 
tanks, armoured cars and artillery.

Catroux, who was one of the most 
popular governors the colony his had 
for years, asked Britain and the 
United States for ald -igainst the 
Japanese,’ He was refused, Without 
planes ond ammunition from Manila 
and Singapore, Indo-China could not 
Nght the Japanese, even’ if assisted 
by China, Catroux realised this and 
decided that the colony was lost. He 
went to North Afrion where he be- 
came commander-in-chicf. of the 
Free French forces. ‘he population 
of Indo-China grieved the day he 
feft, He was the only possible man 
who could have led a De Gaullist 
Indo-China. They’ knew his depar- 
ture meant that the democracies had 
refused to help the eolony, . 


Pressure On Vichy 


By asking the Germans to bring 
reassure on Vichy, the Japanese 
shortly afterwards made the Petain 
Government give its consent to the 
stationing of Jopancse troops and 
planes In northern Indo-China, Tbe 
Hanoi, government decided tq obey 
Vichy—and thus actually agreed to 
obey ‘Jnpnnese orders’ which were 
submitted vin Berlin and Vichy.

‘Scouts’ Work In_ 
Wartime — 


Lord Somers, the Chief Scout, nas 
expressed great confidence in the 
future of the Movement. A_ brief 
summary of the-work of Boy Scouts 
in the war has shown that they were 
suing at least 178 different kinds of 
jobs.
